Remarks 

1. Applicants' cancellation to claims 1-54, 56, 58, 60, 62 and 64 is acknowledged. Thus, 
claims 55, 57, 59, 61, 63 and 65-80 are pending in the application. 

2. The 103(a) rejection to claims 53, 54, 56, 58, 60, 62 and 64 is withdrawn. 

Examiner's Amendment

has protrusions in the internal wall surfaces of the penetrating holes (claim 67); and a part of the 
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adhesive material formed on internal wall surfaces forming the penetrating holes so as not to stop 
up the penetrating hole
